The plenipotentiaries are 
defired to requeft an anfwer from his lordship the fame 
day, 

** The Executive Dire€tory further publifh, that if Lord 
Malmefbury declares himfelf not invefted’ with the necef- 
fary powers to eftablith that bafis which the Rights and 
Treaties which unite the Republic reader indefpenfable, 
a if he does net give a peremptory anfwer iy the time ap- 
pointed ; he is ordered to leave Lifle in 24 hours, and 
tepair to his court for fufficient powers.”

The eftape of a number of the Deputies fentenced for 
tranfportation from France, is a circumftance of muuch cu- 
nolity, General Duterte who was {ufpeéted of having 
beea remifs in his charge of them, and erreted, has beea 
acquitted, and appointed toa command on the Rhine.
